LEANDRO  N.  ALEM.  —  THE  AR^ 

GENTINE  TRIBUNE. 

Bucjios  Aires,  July  4th,  i8g6. 

Readers  of  The  Rio  Netvs  have  liad 
ample  opportunities  of  becoming  familiar 
with  the  name  of  Leandro  N.  Alem,  the 
leader  of  the  radical  party.  On  last  Wed- 
nesday night  he  commitled  suicide  and  was 
burled  on  Saturday  witli  great  ceremony 
and  demonstration  of  public  regret. 

He  was  in  many  ways  an  extraordinary 
man;  and  thinking  that  the  readers  of  The 
Rio  Neivs    might    have    some      curiosity 


iihoiit  him,  I  beg  to  oITcr  them  the  follow- 
inf*  paragraphs, 

Alem's  personal  appearance  alone  was 
striking.  No  mailer  liow  crowded  were 
the  central  streets  he  was  the  kind  of  man 
lh;U  could  not  p;iHs  along  them  wiihout  at- 
tracting notice,  even  from  those  who  did 
nnt  know  liim  either  by  name  or  repiUa- 
lii>ii.  He  stood  about  5  ft,  10  in.  in  height, 
but  as  he  invariably  dressed  in  black,  and 
invari^tbly  wore  a  tall  hat,  and  as  liis  figure 
w;is  ihin  and  lanky,  lie  looked  taller  than  he 
really  was.  He  had  large,  piercing  black 
eyes.  His  cheeks  were  shaven  but  llie  firm 
mmiili  was  covered  by  a  sweeping  nuis- 
tache.  His  beard,  however,  was  what  most 
calletl  the  allention  of  die  casuiil  passer  by. 
It  was  long,  silky,  ihin,  silvery,  and  spread- 
ing. Itcame  far  down  on  his  vest,  and  always 
showed  evident  marks  of  the  ino.st  careful  at- 
tention. Alem's  political  enemies  used  lo  say 
that  ilie  secret  of  his  prestige  lay  in  iii>j 
beard.  "Cut  off  his  beard,"  the  late  Lucio 
Lopes  is  sail!  to  have  remarked,  *'and  Alem 
is  nobody  I" 

iie  this  as  it  may,  he  exercisetl  an  extra- 
ordinary power  over  the  mob.  He  was  the 
idol  of  the  "great  unwashed.''  His  king- 
dom was  in  the  gutter,  but  he  reigned 
supreme.  During  the  time  which  elapsed 
between  the  suicide  and  the  funeral,  over 
20,000  people  visited  his  modest  dwelling 
ill  Calle  Cuyo  and  it  was  qnite  a  common 
thing  to  see  men  and  women  who  had 
never  spoken  a  word  to  the  man  during  his 
life  time,  crying  like  little  children.  Full 
9o"„  of  those  who  visited  the  house  where 
thi!  body  lay,  were  of  the  poorer  classes- 
artisans,  day  labourers  and  the  like.  I  have 
never  seen  in  Buenus  Aires  such  genuine 
popular  grief.  Sarmienlo  was  truly  mourn- 
ed by  rich  and  poor,  but  while  the  educated 
chisses  appreciated  him  the  poorer  people 
did  not  understand  him.  In  Lucio  Lopez 
the  people  sorrowed  for  a  national  loss, 
but  not  for  a  popular  demagogue.  In  Del 
Valie  the  country  felt  that  it  had  lost  a 
great  intelligence,  a  supremely  gifted  and 
supremely  honest  man.  But  in  Alem  the 
people  lost  their  heart's  idol — the  man 
who  had  gone  amongst  them,  who  had 
catered  for  their  applause,  who  had  pander- 
ed to  their  prejudices,  who  had  understood 
them  thoroughly  and  who,  when  alt  is  said, 
sympathised  witli  them. 

Alem  was  a  demagogue  by  profession — a 
revolutionist  by  instinct.  He  never  hesit- 
ated wlien  he  had  the  power  or  opportunity 
to  slir  the  masses  into  madness.  He  play- 
ed incessantly  upon  that  tendency  of  the 
Latin  Americans  to  rush  into  armed  resist- 
ance against  an  unpopular  government.  He 
never  paused  to  reckon  witli  his  host;  and 
revolution  was  to  him  what  constitutional 
agitation  was  to  O'Connell  —  a  sovereign 
remedy.  His  only  objective  was  power; 
liis  only  me*ns,  violence.  He  was  an  anti- 
evolutionist  in  politics;  and  his  doctrine  as 
a  statesman  consisted  in  legislating  from 
tiie  barricade.  He  produced  three  Argen- 
tine revolutions  and  they  were  all  military 
failures.  He  shot  himself  because  he  was 
unable  to  produce  a  fourth. 

He  was  gifted  with  the  same  personal 
magnetism  and  with  much  ofihe  redundant 
eloquence  of  Kossuth.  Like  Kossuth,  too, 
he  was  a  dreamer.  But  he  had  none  of 
Kossuth's  liner  qualities,  nor  none  ol  his 
cosmopolitanism.  Alem  was  not  a  man 
vulgarly  selfish;  but  he  was  vulgarly  vain. 
The  applause  of  the  streets  was  to  him  as 
the  breath  ol  life.  But  while  he  gloried  in 
the  hurrahs  of  the  mob,  while  he  gloried  in 
the  idolatry  of  his  fellow-citizens,  he  had 
not  the  moral  courage  to  face  their  wrath. 
His  vanity  made  him  stoop  to  gain  the 
vulgar  hero-worship  of  the  crowd;  but  his 
philosophy  was  not  elevated  enough  to 
enable  him  to  bear  with  fortitude  the  decline 
of  his  prestige. 

And  his  prestige  was  on  the  decline.  The 
tragic  circumstances  surrounding  his  death 
have  for  the  moment  raised  him  again  into 
the  rank  of  a  demigod  with  the  masses;  but 
this  galvanism  will  only  give  transitory  vi- 
tality to  his  fame.  He  will  soon  be  for- 
gotten. The  wane  of  his  influence  began 
with  the  failure  of  '93.  He  rushed  the 
country  into  a  revolution  that  was  smashed 
to  pieces  by  the  government  before  it  had 
well  begun.  It  was  a  lamentable  fiasco 
from  beginning  to  end;  and  Alem  with  his 
usual  obstinacy  and  with  his  usual  Jjlind 
confidence  in  the  strength  of  his  popularity 
went  out  of  his  way  to  take  all  the  blame 
upon  himself.  The  leading  men  of  the 
radical  party  were  well  content  that  he 
should  do  so;  and,  moreover,  ihey  had 
begun  to  be  sick  of  ridiculous  and,  to  them, 


expensive  failures.  Pursc-j  were  closed  and 
Alem  saw  that  although  his  eloquence 
Could  fire  the  mob  up  tu  figluing  pitch,  it 
could  not  provide  them  with  ihe  sinew:^  of 
war, 

The  great  blow  to  Iiis  pr.wer  was,  lj,]\\'. 
ever,  delivered  by  a  man  who  although 
inferior  to  liim  in  many  ways,  was  his  master 
in  subtlety  of  controversy.  It  was  Dr. 
Pellegrini  really  who  killed  Alem.  He 
trapped  tin;  radical  leader  into  a  newspaper 
war.  AIl'iii  went  blindly  to  Ins  fate.  He 
made  li^ht  of  his  terrible  oppuneni  who  was 
grimly  waiting  for  his  chance,  and  made  in 
print  statements  which  although  omnipotent 
if  huded  from  a  platform  to  the  prejudiced 
judgment  ^fa  political  audience,  cauld  not 
stand  the  fn^rce  light  of  analysis  and  public- 
ity which  beats  on  the  columns  of  the  pres-;, 
The  rcsiiU  was  fatal.  Pellegrini  waited 
until  Alem  had  turgidly  boasted  that  a  cent 
of  the  begg;ire.l  state  banks  had  never  soiled 
his  itnm;iculate  hands,  ami  challenged  at 
the  same  linie  contradiction,  tleclaring  with 
much  bombast  ihat  he  was  prepareil  to 
abide  by  tin:  consequences.  Pellegrini  h  id 
the  facts  at  liand  to  prove  l!ie  contrary,  atid 
he  proved  it.  His  reply  to  Alem  was  simply 
terrible.  It  was  cold  logic  that  pierced  the 
tribune's  iiifltted  clap-trap  like  a  dagger. 
It  was  polished  ferocity — condensed,  mer- 
ciless, and  deadly.  It  did  its  work  with  a 
vengeance.  Alem  answered  bya  challenge 
to  fight  a  duel.  Influential  persons  inter- 
fered and  a  "tribunal  of  honour"  declared 
that  as  the  controversy  was  in  great  part 
political,  Pellegrini's  letter  could  not  be 
looked  u|)on  as  a  personal  insult.  Btrsides 
which  the  letter  in  question  had  only  been 
written  in  reply  to  a  direct  provocation 
horn  Aleiu.  The  popular  hero  was  thus 
vanquished  on  his  own  dtxir-step  —  on 
ground  which  he  iiimself  had  deliberately 
chosen.  Tlie  people  still  kept  in  great  part 
faithiul  to  him,  but  his  political  lieutenants 
and  colleagues  lost  faith  in  their  champion. 
Pellegrini  is  not  a  popular  man;  he  does  not 
deserve  to  be  popular.  He  is  noi  an  honest 
statesman  and  liis  political  record  is  of  the 
very  worst.  He  lias  none  of  Alem's  gift  of 
oratory,  and  he  has  a  contempt  for  the 
people  and  their  opinions  which  he  does 
not  even  take  the  trouble  at  times  to  con- 
ceal. To  be  vanquished  by  such  a  man  is 
necessarily  calamitous.  It  proved  so  for 
Alem.  Gradually  the  principal  men  of  the 
radical  party  fell  away  from  him  and  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  at  tlie  convention  which 
was  to  have  been  called  during  the  present 
season  Alem's  leadership  would  have  been 
superseded. 

For  the  last  year  he  had,  it  is  said,  been 
advocating  a  fresh  trial  of  revolution,  but 
his  pleading  fell  on  deaf  ears.  His  friends 
were  getting  tired  of  his  .sanguinary  propa- 
ganda and  on  all  sides  he  saw  a  tendency  to 
try  constituuonal  methods.  He  saw  that 
his  day  had  passed,  that  the  mob  could 
not  be  handled  in  the  way  he  desired  for 
want  of  funds. 

He  did  good  work  upon  the  whole.    But 

he  was  out  of  place  in  the  present  day.  By 
his  revolutions  he  succeeded  in  calling  the 
attention  of  the  country  to  it  own  faults, 
and  the  favourable  reaction  which  has  taken 
place  in  public  affairs,  is  in  no  small  way 
due  to  his  efTorts.  By  his  revolutions  also 
he  showed  the  people  that,  after  all,  there  is  ■ 
other  logic  besides  that  of  musketry.  He 
was  disgusted  to  find  this.  Life  to  him 
would  have  been  useless  without  the  excite- 
ment of  civil  war,  and  would  have  been  too 
monotonous  without  the  glorification  of  the 
gallery. 

So  he  shot  himself  ! 

"  I  have  terminated  my  career;  I  have 
"concluded  my  mission.  To  live  barrenly, 
"uselessly  and  depreciated,  it  is  preferable 
"to  die." 

Such  were  his  last  words  to  the  public.

Readers  of  The  Rio  News  have  had 
ample  opportunities  of  becoming  familiar 
with  the  name  of  Leandro  N.  Alem,  the 
leader  o(  the  radical  party.  On  last  Wed- 
nesday night  he  committed  suicide  and  was 
buried  on  Saturday  with  great  ceremony 
and  demonstration  of  public  regret. 

He  was  in  many  ways  an  extraordinary 
man;  and  thinking  that  the  readers  of  The 
Rio  Nezvs    might    have    some     curiosity 


about  him,  I  beg  to  olTcr  them  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs. 

Alem's  personal  appearance  alone  was 
striking.  No  matter  how  crowded  were 
the  central  streets  he  was  the  kind  of  man 
thut  could  not  pass  along  tlicm  ivilhoiit  at- 
tracting notice,  even  from  those  who  did 
niit  know  him  cither  by  name  or  reputa- 
tion, He  stood  about  5  ft.  10  in.  iu  heiRlit, 
but  as  he  inviiriably  dressed  in  bl;>ck,  and 
iiuMriably  wore  a  tall  hat,  and  as  his  lii^ure 
w.is  ihin  and  lanky,  he  looked  taller  than  lie 
really  was.  He  had  large,  piercing  black 
eyes.  His  cheeks  were  .shaven  but  the  firm 
moulli  was  covered  by  a  sweeping  mus- 
taclie.  His  beard,  however,  was  what  most 
called  the  attention  of  the  casual  passer  by. 
It  was  long,  silky,  thin,  silvery,  and  spread- 
iui;.  It  came  far  down  on  bis  vest,  and  always 
showed  evident  marks  of  tlie  most  careful  at- 
tention. Alem's  political  enemies  used  to  say 
th.u  the  secret  of  his  prestige  lay  in  bis 
beard.  "Cut  off  his  beard,"  the  late  Lucio 
Lopes  is  said  to  have  remarked,  "and  Alem 
is  nobody  !" 

lie  this  as  it  may,  he  exercised  an  extra- 
ordinary power  over  the  mob.  He  was  the 
idul  of  the  "great  unwashed.''  His  king- 
dom was  in  the  gutter,  but  he  reigned 
supreme.  During  the  time  which  elapsed 
between  the  suicide  and  the  funeral,  over 
20,000  people  visited  his  modest  dwelling 
in  Calle  Cuyo  and  it  was  quite  a  common 
thing  to  see  men  and  women  who  had 
never  spoken  a  word  to  the  man  during  hi.s 
life  time,  crying  like  little  children.

THE  WONDERLAND  OF 
RO  RAIMA. 

Perhaps  one  result  of  the  Venezuela 
boundary  commission's  work  will  be  the 
solving  of  one  of  the  most  remarkable  geolo- 
gical enigmas  in  the  world,  and  the  explora- 
tion of  what  is  regarded  as  a  unique  natural 
wonderland.  This  remarkable  region  is  a 
number  of  elevated  and  isolated  areas  of 
land,  situated  on  what  the  British  call 
British^  Guiana's  southwestern  boundary 
which  is  the  disputed  territory.  It  is  on  the 
British  side  of  the  Schomburgk  line.  A 
British  Guiana  newspaper  describes  this 
region,  as  far  as  it  is  known,  and  expresses 
the   hope   that   the   final  settlement  of 'the 
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boundary  controversy  will  leave  it  well 
williin  BritUh  lioiimls.  Should  there  l)e 
another  result,  liowevcr,  the  newspaper  says, 
the  region  should  be  made  an  international 
park,  somelhins  on  llie  plan  ol  the  Yellow- 
stone park  reservation. 

The  region  is  called  by  the  Indians  "Ro- 
laima,"  but  the  several  isolated  areas  arc 
known  by  distinctive  names.  Kach  con- 
.^ists  ol  what  might  be  called  an  isolated 
motint.ain,  but  is  really  a  tableland,  com- 
jirising  an  area  of  ico  or  more  s([nare  miles 
elevated  several  diousand  feet  above  the 
suriounding  country.  The  racky  sides  of 
the  mountains  are  as  perpendicular  as  the 
Hudson  river  palisades  and  entirely  bare  of 
vegetation,  and  have  defied  all  attempts  to 
scale  them.  The  level  summits  are  covered 
with  trees  and  other  veget.ition,  and  down 
the  rocky  sides  fall  a  large  number  of  cas- 
cades of  considerable  size,  indicating  certain 
existence  ol  rivers  and  streams  on  the  mys- 
terious summits  and  probably  of  lakes  that 
leed  the  rivers.  The  summits  have  been 
observed  with  telescopes,  and  are  known  to 
be  as  full  of  plant  life  as  the  tropical  plains 
below,  but  beyond  this  nodting  is  known. 
Because  so  litde  is  known  of  the  condition 
of  these  tablelands  occasion  is  given  for  all 
manner  of  speculation  as  to  wliat  exists 
there.  'I'hat  the  vegetation  is  quite  diflerent 
from  that  on  the  plains  below,  the  telescope 
shows  ;  and  that  it  should  be  so  is  (piite 
natural,  as  Uie  t.iblelands  are  2,000  or  more 
feet  higher  than  the  jilains.  While  the 
climate  of  the  plains  is  tropicil,  tliat  of  the 
tablelands  must  be  temperate,  not  only 
because  of  their  elevation,  but  also  because 
of  the  free  play  the  winds  have  about  them. 
Of  die  geology  of  the  regiun  this  expla- 
nation is  given:  This  part  of  Soutll  America 
rose  slowly  (rom  the  sea,  through  successive 
and  remote  ages.  The  Roraiina  mount-tins 
were  formed  precisely  as  was  the  rest  o(  the 
land,  and  are  the  result  of  volcanic  action. 
TIence,  tliey  must  have  been  above  the 
ocean  long  before  the  surrounding  plains 
appeared.  They  stood  2,000  feel  above  the 
sea  level  when  the  neighboring  mountain 
tops  were  but  islands  in  the  ocean.  In  the 
course  of  a  period,  diflicult  to  appreciate, 
the  adj.icenl  valleys  and  plains  appeared 
above  the  water  and  became  covered  with 
vegetation  and  animal  life.  Hut  the  isolated 
fhlcaus  of  Ror.dma  had  a  tremendous 
start  of  the  plains  below.  Here  comes  the 
alleged  ground  for  the  speculation  tiiat  per- 
haps on  these  mysterious  summits  there 
exist  flora  and  launa  unlike  any  f.nind  else- 
where, forms  of  life  that  long  since  disap- 
peared from  other  parts  of  the  world,  but 
remained  the  same  on  diese  summits  be- 
cause unaft'ected  by  the  influences  ofcom- 
mimicalion  widi  the  outer  world.  All  s.>rls 
oi  wild  guesses  have  been  hazarded  regaril- 
ing  the  exisiei'ce  of  strange  ie|itiles  and 
animals  among  the  streams  and  forests  of 
R  oral  ma. 

The  cascades  falling  from  die  summits 
aie  among  the  highest  in  tlie  woikl.  One 
is  2.000  feet  high,  and  is  broid  enough  to 
be  vi.sible  thirty  miles  away.  Il  I'alls  sheer, 
without  a  break.  The  unounlain.s  Inmi 
which  these  cascades  fall  f  .rm  lUe  dividing 
watersheds  of  the  .\niazon.  the  Oiinoco  and 
the  Essequiho,  the  three  gie.u  rivers  of 
Soutll  .\menca,  and  the  waters  of  the  cis- 
ctdes  flow  some  to  one  and  some  ;o  another 
of  these  rivers.  It  is  argued,  th.n  10  supply 
these  waterfalls  there  must  be  a  considerable 
liodv  of  water  on  the  mountain  plateaus, 
and  it  is  natural  to  conclude  that  where 
t iiere  are  large  b.'dles  of  water  there  are  fish 
and  reptiles.^The  resulting  conclusion  that, 
because  these  fish  and  reptiles  must  have 
been  isolated  on.  the  mountain  t'lps  for 
3KS,  thev  are  likelv  to  be  dilTeient  from 
anv  ku'iwn  species,'  is  regarded  quite  na- 
tui'.sl.  The  mountain  plaleaus  iorm  prac- 
licailv  little  countries  by  ihem-eives  like 
islands,  but  more  isolated,  because  the 
CKTean  of  air  that  suirounds  theai  does  not 
afford  the  facilities  f.,r  communic,it"in  with 
other  islands  as  do  the  waters  ol  die  ocean 
itself.  One  ol  these  plaleaus,  known  as 
Kukcnham.  whicii  is  better  situated  for  ob- 
teivafon  llian  any  of  the  others,  is  estimat- 
ed Ij  h.ive  an  area  o!  200  square  miles  or 
more.  Tiie  smallest,  which  bears  die  name 
common  to  the  group,  Rruairaa.  is  estimat- 
ed to  Contain  So  t)  140  square  miles. 

The  storv  of  this  my.-,terious  region  is  not 
new.  at  least  in  Biilish  Guiana.  It  is  many 
vesis  since  any  sciejitific  men  were  in  the 
region,  hut  chance  travelers  and  gold  pros- 
pectors happen  there  at  odd  times,  and 
when  they  return  to  Demerara  they  add 
tiieir  little  store  of  information  and  mysti- 
fication to  the  rest.     Schomburgk  pointed 


out  the  great  import  tnce  of  the  region  to 
Great  Iliiiian,  as  it  is  the  dividing  tvatet- 
shed,  but  the  writer  in  the  Uritish  Guiana 
newspaper  does  not  .say  whether  the  explor- 
ing botanist  had  much  to  siy  about  the 
wonders  and  mysteriei  of  the  Roraima 
region. — Xav  Vark  Sun,

THE  STATE  OF  PARANA. 

We  have  been  favored  by  Dr.  Luiz  Quei- 
roz.  ofSlo  I'aulo,  with  the  following  inler- 
estini  and  valuable  particulars  in  regard  to 
the  agricultuial  and  pastoral  resources  of 
the  slate  of  Taran,!.  The  climatic  condi- 
tions ol  this  slate  and  Santa  Catharina  are 
of  the  best,  and  with  the  opening  of  the  in- 
terior table  lands  and  valleys  by  means  of 
railways  they  should  offer  special  induce- 
ments to  settlers  trom  the  colder  countries 
of  northern  Kutope.  Under  the  protection 
of  good  laws  and  a  liberal,  just  form  of  gov- 
ernment, they  should  certainly  rank  well 
among  the  progressive  countries  of  the 
world!  The  article  sent  us  on  I'arand  is 
as  follows  : 

Few  countries  are  destined,  like  the  state 
of  Parana,  to  be  within  a  short  space  of 
time  not  only  a  pastoral  centre  of  the  high- 
est tank,  hut  also  a  producing  centre  for 
the  food  products  of  the  temperate  zones. 
Tins  is  due  solely  to  its  exceptional  climate, 
the  paradise  of  Brazil  as  the  French  savant 
St.  Ililaire  has  so  well  said,  because  the 
summer  is  not  very  hot  (they  say  much 
cooler  than  the  Argentine  republic,  as  it  is 
situated  more  than  3,000  feet  above  the  sea 
level),  and  the  winter  is  dry  and  cold,  most 
agreeably  so.  Happily  also  it  has  superb 
forests  of  pine,  unequalled  in  all  South 
America,  as  well  as  an  abundant  supply  of 
potable  water  of  excellent  (piality,  the  most 
healthful  that  can  be  desired,  distributed 
throughout  the  wliole  state. 

As  this  state  is  about  to  be  traversed  by 
railways,  it  will  be  very  easy  to  develop  all 
the  industries  and  productions  ol  countries 
exclusively  pastoral.  Tliese  railways  will 
afford  not  only  shipment  lor  its  products 
from  the  two  excellent  potts  of  Paranagud 
and  Antonina,  but  they  will  connect  with 
the  railways  of  the  slate  of  Sio  Taulo, 
which  will  furnish  au  almost  unlimited 
market. 

Parana  may  be  divided  into  thiee  zones, 
that  ol  the  sea-coast  which  is  not  quite  so 
hot  as  that  of  Santos  and  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
the  zone  of  the  Cuiityba  tableland,  and  that 
oi\.\K  tamos  pgerais  (open  plains).  The 
campos  gcrafs  tableland  may  also  be  divideti 
into  two  parts  :  the  fiist  comprising  Ponta 
Grossa  and  pait  of  the  municipalities  of 
Palmas  and  Guarapuava,  the  second  the 
remainder  of  these  municipalities  to  the 
frontier.  It  is  especially  within  these  two 
municipalities  1  that  the  best  pastoral  lands 
of  the  slate  are  to  be  found.  Both  _^have 
not  only  plains  of  partial  terra  roxa"-  but 
also  the  advantage  of  possessing  llie  most 
superb  forests  of  pine  that  have  ever  been 
seen,  which  can  in  a  short  time  sii_ppl.v  all 
the  markets  of  South  America.  Tiiere  are 
to  be  lound  in  these  zones  also  excellent 
forests  oUierni  malic  (P.uaguay  tea)  which 
will  be  of  easy  develoiunent  by  means  of 
the  railwav  now  under  construction. 

If  today  the  ptoductiou  is  not  large,  it 
is  due  to  the  lack  of  population,  ol  capital, 
and  of  instruction  throughout  the  whole 
state  wdiich  in  spile  of  its  extension  does  not 
possess  more  than  250,000  iifliabitants  at 
most,  when  it  can  easily  support  fifteen 
millions.  Its  productions  to-day  are  matte, 
cattle,  woods,  and  food  products. 

It  seems  to  us  that  for  immigrants,  or 
even  for  energedc  capitalists,  there  is  no 
place  more  favorable  as  to  climate,  and  as 
to  superior  and  very  cheap  lands  where 
nearly  everything  is  to  be  developed,  and 
having  at  the  same  time  perfect  order  and 
guarantee  for  life  and  property. 

The  lands  are  such  as  we  have  described, 
and  the  productions  can  be  compared  to 
those  ol  the  south  of  France  or  of  Italy, 
where  the  climate  is  so  similar  and  the  kind 
of  productions  differs  but  slighUy  Irom 
those  of  this  stale. 

It  should  be  noted  that  ihe  slate  of  Pa- 
rana is  distant  forly-four  hours  from  Santos 
and  fifiy-eight  kours  from  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
whose  markets  import  during  the  year 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions  francs' 
wonh  of  food  products  which,  from  iheir 
nature,  can  be  furnished  by  this  promising 
state.

one  of  ihe  Argentine  territories,  shoidd  have  been 
so  ulteily  crusheti  onl  as  to  leave  little  more  ibnn 
a  few  arehaeologicid  remains.  We  learn  from  a 
conlemporniy  ih.it  iin  attempt  is  likely  to  be  made 
to  imitate  the  meliiods  ihat  were  abnndoiied  more 
than  a  cenluiy  ago.  The  state  of  the  Indians  in 
some  paits  of  '^ur  teiriti>rics  is  |iilialde  eiiounh ; 
and  it  is  not  iin|)roved  l)y  the  stationing  near  them 
ol  the  few  bodies  of  troops  whom  we  actually  use. 
Il  is  now  proposed  10  establish,  under  the  care  of 
the  Franciscan  bielhren,  one  or  more  missions  in 
which  these  p<n>r  nnforlunaies  will  at  least  be 
guaranteed  rgainst  starvation,  and  taught  to  bibor 
by  other  nifthotl.s  than  tlmse  adopted  by  the  sugar 
or  tobacco  planter. — A'evimv,  Buenos  Aires. 

— The  conversion  bill  recently  passed  by  ihe 
Argentine  senate  authorizes  the  unification  of  tlic 
foreign  debt  of  that  country,  including  the  loan  of 
January  10th,  1896,  by  the  issue  of  a  new  and 
uniform  loan  bearini^  4  per  cent  interest  and  ^  per 
cent  accumulative  amortization.  All  the  provinces 
which  make  arrangements  with  their  foreign  ciel- 
itors  may  substitute  these  national  4  per  cent  bonils 
for  them  to  the  amount  ol  the  ^%  per  cent  bonds 
held  by  the  conversion  office  as  guarantee  for  their 
bank  iii.te  issues,  ihe  natiotial  government  becom- 
ing rcsponsiiile  for  the  conveision  ai  those  notes 
and  ihe  bonds  becoming  the  property  of  the  na- 
tion. The  executive  is  authorized  Co  take  over  the 
foreign  debt  of  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires  up  to 
the  total  nf  $34,000,000  gold  in  4  per  cent  bonds, 
and  of  llie  province  of  Cordoba  up  to  $11,000,000 
gold.

The  final  action  of  Ihe  government  iiv 
regard  lo  the  Polytechnic  schdol,  has  left 
the  difficulty  in  ii  Tntich  worse  position  than 
before.  It  was  mistaken  and  inexcusable 
for  ihe  minister  of  justice  to  reverse  the  pen- 
alties inflicted  on  certain  students  and  i" 
order  the  re-opening  of  tlie  school,  belon 
thoroughly  investigating  the  difficulty.  Such' 
action  was  a  virtual  condemnation  of  the 
faculty  and  maiie  it  impos'sible  for  the  pro- 
fessors to  return  to  their  classes  until  a  du- 
cision  had  been  reached.  Still  further,  it^ 
had  the  appearance  of  an  ellbrt  to  suspend' 
inquiry  and  punishment  because  the  sons 
of  several  influential  poliiicians  were  con- 
cerned. Under  such  conditions  the  facully 
was  n<it  in  the  Wfonj;  in  deciding  not  to- 
attend  the  school  until  the  oulrageoiiK. 
charges  published  against  them  by  the  sluii- 
ents  and  their  friends  had  been  investigated. 
It  would  have  been  humiliating  for  the 
faculty  to  have  accepted  the  decision  of  the 
minister  to  reverse  its  action,  but  it  would 
have  been  a  disgrace  for  any  accused  pro- 
lessor  to  return  to  his  classes  with  these- 
charges  hanging  over  him.  It  would  have 
been  said,  and  rightly  so,  that  he  cared 
more  for  his  position  and  salary,  than  for 
his  reputation.  Iti  our  opinion,  it  would 
have  been  more  digiiilied  for  the  professors- 
to  have  resigned  in  a  body  and  tlius  ter- 
minate all  further  connecilon  with  an  insti- 
tution whose  usefulness  has  been  injured 
and  whi>se  government  has  now  been  madt- 
most  difficult,  but  ihey  apparently  believed 
that  there  was  still  a  chance  to  compel  fair 
treaiment.     How  mistaken  they   were  was- 
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soon  made  evident,  for  llie  minister  nf 
justice  promptly  suspendeii  for  three  months 
the  wiiole  number  of  iliii«c  who  signed  th-; 
protest,  and  ordered  that  siibstiliitcs  ishnuld 
*  be  secured  for  tlieir  places.  Up  to  ihe 
present  moment,  these  siihsiitiiles  have  not 
been  found,  and  for  tlie  honnr  of  their  cl.iss 
we  trnptiliej' will  not  be  found.  No  ti-acher 
who  really  loves  and  hoimis  his  proff^sion 
would  for  one  moment  think  of  sup|il_vinj( 
such  a  vacancy  and  ofassisiinfj  the  fjovcrn- 
nient  to  di-gra<lc  sclioo!  administration  in 
Brazil  to  the  mutinous  whims  of  a  f-w 
students  wlio  happen  to  have  lathers  whu 
are  inllueniial  in  pulitics,  The  issue  should 
now  be  clearlv  drawn  and  every  educatur 
should  nut  fail  to  lake  part  in  the  strugRle, 
and  that  issue  should  be  the  complete  eman- 
cipation of  school  administration  from  all 
political  control.  The  system  in  vtigue  in 
Brazil  is  a  wretched  failure  and  always  has 
been.  And  it  will  never  improve  thescho()ls 
nor  beiieru  the  country  until  it  is  radically 
reformed  and  improved.  The  Polytechnic 
professors  are  proposing  to  appeal  to  the  law 
courts  for  redress,  but  they  should  do  more. 
They  should  appeal  to  the  fixculties  of  every 
school  in  Brazil  for  a  complete  reform  in  the 
whole  system  of  school  organization  and 
control. 


The  decision   ol  the  supreme  court  in 
favor  of  the    Maruhy    abattoir    apparently 
settles  the  dispute  over  the  right  of  that 
establishment    to  sell  fresh  beef   in    this 
city    in     spite    of     the    pretensions  to    a 
monopoly  claimed  by   the  municipal  abat- 
toir at  Sinta  Cruz.    But  there  are  still  many 
ways  by  which  tlie  municipality  can  vex  and 
impede  free  competition,  and  the  question 
can  not  therefore  be  considered  as  definitely 
settled.     Vexatious    inspection    regulations 
and  prohibitory  taxes  can  be  imposed,  and 
we  presume  the   municipal   authorities  wdl 
now  resort  to  them    to  attain  an  end  wliich 
ihey  can  not  accomplish  by  direct  prohibi- 
tion.    To  prevent  this  the    people   of  this 
city  should  at  once  inauguiate  a  vigorous 
campaign    against    the   pretensions   of  the 
municipal  government  and  also  against  the 
shameful    and  scandalous  administration  of 
the   Santa  Cruz   abattoir.     The    place   is  a 
pest-hole,  a  disgrace  to  the  oily.     Accord- 
ing to  the  reports  of  an  independent  com- 
Tiiission   sent  there  lately,    the   abattoir   i.s 
muddy,   greasy  and  filthy  beyond  descrip- 
tion.    It  IS  badly  drained  and  insufficiently 
supplied  witb   water.    Tliere  is  no  proper 
inspection  of  the  animals  sent  there  to  pre- 
vent diseased  beef  from   being  supplied    to 
this  city,  nor  Is  the  beef  inspected  properly 
after  the  animals  are   killed.     And  even  if 
an  inspection  here  were  to  disclose  a  diseased 
condition  of  the  lungs,  it  would  be  Impossible 
to  separate  the  carcass  ot  that  animal  because 
no  pains  are  tnken  to  ship  the  animals  each 
one  by    itself.     At  the   abattoir,  also,  the 
storage   rooms    are   indescribably  diriy  and 
are   overrun    by    scores   of  dogs,   some  of 
which  flere  seen   to    be  suffering   from  in- 
fectious diseases      These  dogs  are  allowed 
to  lie  in  the  place,  to  rub   against  the  beef 
and  to  tear  at  it  with  their  teeth  at  pleasure. 
It  seems  incredible,  but  we  *can  not  doubt 
the  published  statements  of  the  commission 
sent  Uiere.     We    are  supposed  to  be  living 
in  a  civilized   country,  but  this  abattoir  is 
certainly  no  proof  of  it.   On  the  contrary-,  it 
proves    that  we   are  still    wallowing    in  the 
mire  of  barbarism.     We  are  not  only  rob- 
bed by  the  harpies  of  a  shameless  municipal 
government,  but   at  any  moment  we  may 
be  subjected  to   epidemics  of  a  most  dan- 
gerous character  caused   by    the   criminal 
negligence  and  ignorance  of  these  same 
officials.     It  is  full  time  for  vigorous  resist- 
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submit  to  robbery,  perhaps,  but  we  ought 
■not  to  submit  to  the  risks  of  loathsome  dis- 
eases arising  from  such  an  administration  of 
an  indispensible  public  establlsliment.  The 
Santa  Cruz  abattoir  has  never  been  a  suc- 
cess; it  has  never  been  well  managed;  and 
it  has  always  been  a  den  of  intrigue,  scandal 
and  wholesale  robbery.  Now  let  it  be 
either  closed,  or  leased  to  private  parties 
who  will  engage  to  put  it  in  decent  order, 
keep  it  clean,  and  furnish  this  city  with 
wholesome  beef.  It  can  be  done  at  a  good 
profit,  provided  the  stealings  are  suspended. 
A  monopoly  is  not  necessary,  for  Rio  de 
Janeiro  is  large  enough  to  support  two  or 
direewell  managed  abattoirs.  But  no  city 
can  ever  be  large  enough  to  support  the 
greed  and  rapacity  of  the  harpies  who  have 
for  so  long  a  time  been  living  upon  us 
through  that  establishment  and  who  are  still 
trying  to  prevent  us  from  seeking  relief 
through  some  other  channel. 


We  should    like  to  assure  the  visiting 
business  men  Irom  the  United  States,  who 
will  p.iss  through  this  port  next   week  on 
their  way   to  Buenos  Aires,  o(  our  warm 
personal  inteiest  in  the  ultimate  objects  of 
their  mission.     The  development  of  com- 
mercial relations  between  the  United  Slates 
and  South  America,  if  based  on  sound  prin- 
ci|>les,  can  not  fail  to  be  beneficial  to  both 
sides.     It  should    afford  an    outlet   for  the 
products  of  Ametican  mines,   lactories  and 
farms,    and    should    he  of  great  service  in 
the  development  of  Anurican  commeice, 
n(.t  only  with  respect  to  shipping  but  par- 
ticularly   with    respect    to   the   creation   of 
sounti,  intelligent  and   enterprising    com- 
mercial houst-s.     Then,  on  the  other  side,  it 
should  meet  many  wants  and  tastes  in  tliis 
p.ut  of  the  world  witich  are  still   un.satistac- 
torily  supplied,  it  should  aid  in  that  process 
of  education   which  commerce  alone  can 
)irovide  and  which  derives  its   best  results 
from    the    broadest    competition,    and    it 
should  do  much  to  strengthen  the  political 
relations  which  ought  to  exist  between  the 
countries  of    this   continent.     We  do    nnt 
favor  anything  in  the  direction  of  exclusive 
favors,  for  such  a  policy  can  not  fail  to  be 
demoralizing  to   the  one  and  prejudicial  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  other.     'File  Amer- 
ican merchants   and  manufacturers  have  no 
need  of  such  favors,  nor  will  they  derive 
more  than  a  transient  benefit   from   them. 
Their  best  results  will  be  derived  from  fair 
and  open  compeiition  with  the  whole  world, 
the  rivalry  between  intelligence  and  skill 
wherever  found.     We  have  no  fears  as  to 
the  result  if  the  American  will  devote  his 
best  energies  to  the  contest,  but  if  he  seeks 
to  shut  out  competion  and  to  protect  him- 
sell  in  the  enjoyment  of  exclusive  favors  he 
will  certainly  fail.     We  have  an  abounding 
faith  in  the  success  of  every  individual  and 
every    nation    which    fights    fairly,    deals 
squarely  and    lears  no  rivahy.     Indepen- 
dence of  character  is  as  good  for  a  nation  as 
for   an   individual,  and  the   nation  which 
sturdily  meets   all   friends   and   foes  in  an 
open  field,  without  fear  and  without  favor 
will  assuredly   win  in   the  long  run.     The 
advantages  souglit  should   be  those  which 
superior  strength,  intelligence   and  skill  al- 
ways yield,  for  these  are  lasdng  as  well  as 
honorable,     The  Americans  who  are  now 
visiting  these  shores  will  find  innumerable 
opportunities  for  their  enterprise,  and  they 
will  also  receive   a   hearty    encouragement 
from  the  people  they  meet.     But  at  the 
same  time  they  will  meet  with  conditions 
and  prejudices  and  purposes  which  will  not 
be  wholly  favorable  to  their  projects.    They 
will  not  always  be  understood  nor  always 
understand  the  people  they  meet,  they  will 
fail   to  appreciate  the  tenacity  of  customs 
and  habits  which  they  will  be  expected  to 
respect,  and  ih^y  will  at  every  turn  be  con- 
fronted with  prejudices  and   purposes  not 
widely  different  from  their  own.    They  will 
meet  their  favorite  pohtical  dogma  that  na- 
tional industries  must  be  protected  by  levy- 
ing import  duties  in  foreign  products,  and 
as  good    and  consistent   protectionists  they 
must  respect  and   applaud   it.     And  they 
will  also  find  that  the  necessities  of  extra- 
vagant governments  compel  the  levying  of  a 
high  tarift"  lor  revenue  purposes.     This  too 
they  must  respect.     In  fact,  we  expect  that 
they  will  find  an  exceptional  opportunity  to 
study    American    political    theories   carried 
out  under  far  different  conditions  than  they 
have  been  accustomed  to,   which  in  itself 
will  be  a  valuable  object  lesson.     Let  us 
hope   that  they  will   study  these   problems 
without  prejudice  and  with  the  sincere  pur- 
pose of  creating  a  new  and  better  commer- 
cial relationship  between  the  nations  of  this 
continenL

Senator  Gomes 
dc  Castro  answered  the  speech  made  at  the  pre- 
vioas  sining  itj  Senator  VtrgilJo  Damasio.  The 
senate  voted  in  2nd  discussion  the  navy  bill  with 
amendments.  ^  Chamber  ef  Depiitift,  —  DepiUy 
Rodolpho  Abren  presented  a  petition  of  the  muni- 
cipal cfaamlwr  of  S.  Gonfato  de  Sapacahy  agniQbt 
the  increase  ol  50  %  in  the  rates  ol  the  Central 
railway.  When  the  vote  wax  aboat  to  be  taken  on 
the  budget  of  the  department  of  foreign  affairs 
Deputy  Nilo  Pe9anha  moved  that  each  item  should 
lie  pat  to  the  vote  separately.  He  stated  that 
lie  and  Over  40  other  deputies  wished  to  vote 
ngainst  the  appropriation  lor  the  legation  and  con- 
sulate in  London,  He  referred  lo  a  telegram  from

On  the  S)>eci>l  apprapria- 
ti<>n  of  59.}(l3f  273  there  wa«  a  lively  dtsew«tM«  n 
which  Ut-puiics  Medchoi  e  Altuiqiierqne,  Alhaito 
Tiiires,  Nilo  Pe^anlia,  Aui>UKtii  MoBleBecro,  Cas- 
siano,  Frederick  Borge*,  Seizedello,  Ak^Mo  Gaa- 
nalnra  and  Glycerio  took  part.  1'his  a|>prOpriUKMi 
'\>  intended  for  paying  arrears  of  satarien  to  en- 
l>li>y£s  who  bad  Item  dismissed  by  the  eovera«ient 
(if  Marshal  FlorUno  Pciioto  and  reinstated  by  the 
present  g'lvernmeat.  These  ewployis  are  of  two 
cinsses:  thnw  who  hold  life-ientire  offices  and 
du'se  who  are  liable  to  be  dis»issed  at  the  will  of 
llie  goveinmetit.  It  ww  coM^ded  by  the  majority 
of  the  speakcis  thai  only  the  fnrnicr  are  cutitled  to 
llie  payment  of  arrears  ood  Deputy  Paula  Ramos 
moreover  prnpoKrd  to  luiftcnd  the  pay  of  Drs . 
Senlira  and  IliUiio  de  Gouvla  until  ii  could  lie 
asci-rt»ined  how  long  they  were  altsent  from  the 
country.  The  discussion  took  a  very  wide  tanec 
nnd  Deputy  Frededco  Uorges  complained  Witerly 
tifthe  policy  ol  the  P-csident  who,  he  said,  had 
broken  bis  pK-d^^es,  abindoned  his  party  and  con- 
veited  the  tietoury  into  a  revolutionary  savings 
hank.  This  deputy  also  attacked  the  minister  of 
iiiniine,  whoKe  coiititiiiance  in  the  cabinet  he  con- 
!^ideied  disastrous  to  the  inlcests  of  ihe  country. 
He  advised  nil  true  lepubhcaii!"  to  bear  ever  in 
mind  ihe  leachint^s  ofMmshal  Floriano  I'eixoto 
and  to  be  vigilant  and  firm  in  their  resistance  to 
tlie  reviilutiiinary  wave  which  tbreatens  to  over- 
whelm the  republic.  Deputy  Glycerio  defended 
tlie  President,  who,  he  said,  is  in  perfect  harmony 
with  his  parly  and  on  cordial  terms  wiib  all  the 
slate  govemmeni);,  incladini;  that  of  Julio  de  Cas- 
tilbos.  The  opposition  lias  flatiered  the  President 
and  done  ereiylliing  in  its  power  to  separate  him 
from  his  pmty.  At  one  time,  indeed,  it  required 
much  diiccninient  to  perceive  that  this  scheme  had 
not  lieen  successful.  It  is  pi>s>ible  that  the  Pre- 
sident may  not  succeed  in  pleasing  all  the  meni- 
hers  nf  his  |>aity,  hut  the  difltculties  under  which 
he  labors  should  he  taken  into  consideration.  He 
hegi;ed  the  paity  lo  maintain  union  and  concord, 
avoiding  intrrnal  dissensions,  which  weaken  the 
parly  and  encourage  and  strengthen  the  opposition. 
He  expiessed  his  cineunence  in  ihe  motion  of 
Deputy  Nilo  Pecanhn  to  refer  the  appropriation 
to  the  committee  on  the  constitution.  Deputy 
Seizedello  availed  bimself  nf  the  occasion  lo  enun- 
ciate nncenioie  his  theoiy  that  violations  ol  the 
law  are  justifiaMe  whenever  they  are  necessaiytn 
ihe  safety  of  Ihe  republic.  Deputy  Cas&iano  said 
tlial,  no  malter  what  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  cousiitution  may  be,  he  intends  to  vote 
against  the  appropiiniion,  which  he  considers  an 
incentive  to  revolutinn .

Senators 
All>ei  to  Gonv^lves  and  Coelho  Rodrigues  discussed 
the  bill  regulaiing  the  formalities  of  civil  marriage. 
Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  Deputy  Tliomaz  Caval- 
canti spnke  against  the  s|iecial  appropriation  of 
59>Si3$273-  He  said  that  he  was  willing  lo  pay 
arrears  nf  salary  to  Dr.  J.  J.  Sealtra  up  to  Sept.  6, 
[893;  Imt  to  Dr.  Hilario  de  Gouv£a  he  was 
unwilling  to  pay  any  arrears  at  all.  The  chamber 
adopted  the  motion  of  Dr.  Nilo  Pefanha  to  refer 
this  appropriation  to  the  committee  on  the  constitu- 
tion, to  wbicb  was  likewise  referred  Ihe  appropria- 
tion, of  I75,336$500  for  arrears  of  pay  to  military 
ofRcers  who  had  l>een  reinstated.  In  the  3rd  dis- 
cussion of  the  budget  of  foreign  affairs,  Depnt) 
Hollamla  Lima  moved  to  strike  out  the  appropria- 
tion for  Ihe  legation  in  England.  In  defence  of 
his  amendment  to  this  etTeci,  signed  by  76  deputies, 
he  said  that  legation  should  he  suppressed  as  a 
proiesi  against  the  ciafty.  scheming,  perfidiojis, 
procrastinating  ai\d  machiavelian  policy  of  the 
Bdtish  government  in  the  Tiinidad  question.  De- 
puty Z^ma  said  that,  if  it  could  be  proved  lo  him 
that  Brazil  would  derive  any  benefit  from  the  sup- 
pression of  the  legation  in  England,  be  was  ready 
lo  vote  for  the  amendment.  He  would  also  vote 
lor  it,  if  its  authors  frankly  declared  that  it  was 
intended  to  express  their  want  of  confidence  in  Ihe 
government  and  to  display  their  opposition  to  the 
administration  of  President  Prudenie  de  Moraes. 
But,  knowing  as  he  did  that  Huch  an  amendment 
would  not  have  the  slightest  effect  in  inducing  the 
British  government  \o  restore  Trinidad  to  Brazil, 
he  fell  that  it  amounted  to  nothing  more  than  an 
explosion  of  impotent  wrath,  and,  agreeing  with 
Pbcdrus  that  »isi  uUle  quad  fadmos  stuUa  ghna 
est,  he  «as  not  disposed  to  take  pnrt  in  a  demons- 
tration which,  he  could  not  help  seeing.  wa«  sterile 
and  nugatory.  Deputy  Alberto  Torres  declared 
that  the  budget  comrailtee  could  not  Mcepl  tlic 
amendment.  Deputy  Nilo  Pe^anha  defended  the 
amendment  and  concluded  his  speech,  in  the  midst 
of  lood  applause,  hy  saying  that  death  was  better 
than  dishonor  lor  the  republic.  In  the  discussion 
of  several  bills  granting  leaves  ol  abset>ce  to  public 
employes,  Deputy  Glycerio  censured  the  readiness 
with  which  congress  grants  such  leaves,  wluch,  in 
his  opinion,  are  very  detrtineoial  to  the  public 
seivice.  Deputies  Antonio  de  Siqueira  and  Luiz 
Adolpho  discussed  the  general  raUway  and  navi^- 
tion  bill.  The  petition  of  Anlonio  Francisco  Fer. 
reira  de  Carvalho  asking  for  an  authentic  interpre- 
tation  of  the  constitutional  provision  on  industrial 
lilierty  v-9&  recommitted. 

July  15. — Senate. — Senator  Rosa  Junior  cen- 
sured the  government  for  the  injustice  which  it 
has  commiiied  iu  the  recent  promotions  in  the 
army.  His  mo'iun  to  ask  for  information  on  the 
subject  was  opposed  hy  Senator  Pires  Ferreira  and 
was  rejeaed  by  the  senile.

He  accused  the  director  of  the  mint 
ol  altering  the  standard  of  the  coinage.  Moreover 
the  work  IS  badly  done  and  the  coins  which  now 
leave  tlie  mint  will  not  Irear  comparison  willi  those 
executed  thirty  years  ago,  so  that,  instead  of  im- 
provement, there  has  been  actual  deierioration  in 
the  service.  The  priming  of  stamps  is  also  badly 
done,  and,  in  fact,  all  branches  of  the  service  in 
that  estalilisiimcntsufler  from  the  evident  incom- 
petence of  ihe  director.

Paulo,  on  the  l6th,  a  man  named  Antonio  de 
Moura,lrailoroufily  slabbing  an  inoifensive  Italian 
named  Angelo  Carrocini.  The  offence  of  the  latter 
was  nothing  more  than  a  protest  against  the 
coarse  treatment  of  a  friend  by  Moura. 

— At  Ouro  Preto  on  the  i8th  inst.  64  members 
-  of  the  federal  congress  and  Minas  state  legislature 
held  a  meeting  and  chose  a  committee  of  five  for 
selecting  candidates  for  tlie  next  general  congres- 
sional elections.  The  people-  themselves  have  ap- 
parently nothing  to  do  with  the  selection. 

—According  to  tlie  Diario  Populat  of  Sao  Paulo, 
it  new  lakes  a  man  all  day  to  earn  enough  lo  pay 
for  the  fines  unexpectedly  s]irung  upon  him.  On 
one  side  are  the  exigencies  of  the  municipal  council; 
on  theotherthoseofthesaniiary  anthorilies.  And 
both  are  vehicles  of  the  grossest  persecutions  and 
impositions,  A  law  permilting  an  appeal  to  the 
couits,  wiihoiti  toit,  would  be  a  very  wise  measure 
just  now  against  the  rapacity  of  these  piratical 
■^tiscah.

— A  diiuble  murder  occurred  in  the  vicinity  of 
Campinas  nn  llie  evening  ol  the  17th,  A  Portu- 
i>iiese  named  Cnetnno  Maria  assaulted  the  brothers 
JiiSo  and  Manocl  Caidoso,  killing  Ju&o  with  a 
revolver  shot.  Manuel  then  closed  with  the 
murderer  and  killed  him  with  a  whip  handle. 
Tlie  qtinrrEil  originated  in  some  business  disputes,

Machado,  who  had  been 
airesled  by  Col.  Moreira  Cesar,  have  been  f  irdbly 
recruited.  Their  friend:^  ask  that  writs  oS  kabeas 
corpus  rm^t  be  issued  in  their  behalf.  Would  tt 
not  lie  well,  alsr),  to  issue  nn  order  oF  arrest  for 
Col.  Moreira  Cesar  lor  the  e«ercise  of  arbitrary 
and  illegal  authoiiiy. 

—The  sanitary  Uacksmiths  in  SSo  Pnulo  are  now 
aibilraiily  ordering  the  destruction,  oi'  vacation  of 
buildings  at  iheir  own  sweet  (deasnre,  A  few  days 
since  they  ordered  some  poor  carpenters  lo  clear 
out  of  a  shop  which  is  only  used  as  a  shop  during 
the  day.  At  ihe  same  time  lliey  are  blind  to 
the  phenomenal  filthiness  and  dilapidated  coii- 
diiinn  of  the  municipal  market  places.  This  is 
quite  characteristic  of  such  olticials,    however. 

—In  the  slate  of  MJnas  Geraes  tlie  police  report- 
ed last  year  64  cases  of  homicide,  11  attempts  to 
kill,  49  accidental  deaths,  lO  suicides,  and  z  at- 
tempts at  suicide,  lite  homicidal  mania  in  Brar.tl 
has  became  tiuly  alarmitig,  and  it  is  aurdy  time 
for  some  action  toward  securing  tlie  prompt  pun- 
ishment of  the  criminals.  We  ilionld  like  lo  see 
a  summary  nl  all  the  state  reports  on  this  question 
in  order  to  know  how  many  homicides  there  were 
in  the  wliole  cnuutry  last  year.  ^ 

—Notwithstanding  the  reported  cessation  of  the 
epidemic,  and  the  readiness  of  the  nunicipal  au- 
thorities to  manage  their  own.  affairs,  yellow-fever 
has  again  broken  out  at  S.  Kli^io,  S.  Pan  lo,  and 
is  causing  four  or  more  dealhs  a  day.  This  in  the 
middle  of  winter  indicates  somelning  serinasly 
wrong  with  the  sanitary  condition  of  that  town. 
If  fever  can  make  so  many  \iciitns  in  cold  weather, 
what  will  it  not  do  in  hot  weather.  The  Italians 
will  do  well  to  shun  that  municipality. 

—The  conri  session  which  was  lo  have  been  con- 
vened at  Mogy-mirtm,  S&o  Paiihi,  on  the20lhinsr., 
has  been  transferred  to  August  25th  l>ecause  the 
fever  ei'idemic  has  not  yet  been  declared  extinct.  It 
is  said  there  have  been  no  new  cases  since  ihe  4ih 
inst,,  ihe  isolated  hospital  w.is  closed  on  the  nth, 
and  the  last  case  in  a  priva'e  residence  was  pro- 
nounCed  well  on  the  I2tl),  The  health  anlhorities, 
however,  are  advising  the  people  who  removed 
fiom  town,  not  10  return  there  for  same  time  yet, 

-The  O'mtf  of  Campinas  s.iys:  "Campinas  has 
no  schools;  the  classrooms  {aulas)  which  have 
been  created,  are  now  empty."  It  is  not  a  very 
flattering  remark  lo  make  about  a  ciiy  of  over 
20,000  populalion,  but  as  the  Correio  seeks  to 
throw  the  blnnie  on  the  state  authorities  we  pre- 
sume it  is  not  far  from  correct.  A  city  of  twenty 
thousand  population,  however,  ought  to  have 
public  spirit  enough  to  organize  schools  by  itself 
and  lo  maintain  them.  There  has  always  been 
somethint,'  peculiar  about  Campinas,  Rich  as  it 
is,  it  always  wants  someone  else  to  support  it, 

—There  was  aconflict  on  the  S,  Ctemente  plant- 
ation  near  Campinas  a  few  days  ago  because  of  a 
dispute  over  the  terras  of  payment.  Three  years 
ago  Ihe  overseer  agreed  to  pay  the  colonists  i$ooo 
an  alqueire  for  coffee  picked,  on  condiiion  that  700 
reis  should  be  paid  down  and  300  reis  nt  the 
termination  of  the  picking  season.  Lately  the 
colonists  demanded  tlie  payment  of  the  wliole  sum 
at  the  time  of  picking,  but  the  overseer  refused 
and  the  colonists  accordingly  revolted,  A  force  of 
cavalry  was  sent  to  tlie  plantation  from  Campinas, 
and  the  colonists,  some  35  lo  40  in  number,  left 
the  plantation. 

—According  to  the  Cidade,  Barbosa  Lima's 
organ,  the  ex-tjovemor  has  been  elected  to 
congress  from  the  3rd  disirict  of  Pemambuco  in 
the  vacancy  caused  by  Rosa  e  Silva's  election  to 
the  senate,  ri^ceivinu  3,081  vo(es,  against  1,356 
cast  for  Dr.  Phaelante.  Jos^  Marianri  telegraphs 
that  this  result  is  fraudulent  and  that  Barlx>sa  Lima 
was  really  defeated.  But,  does  anyone  l>elieve 
that  Boss  Glycetio's  party  could  be  gtfilty  of 
fiaud.  It's  enough  to  make  the  Boss  shed  tears 
to  even  bint  snch  a  thing.  Just  now  he  is  busy 
coaching  the  President  and  apologizing  for  him, 
and  ought  not  to  be  worried  by  such  charges. 

HIO  GRANDE  DO  SOL. 
On  the  I2tl)  inst.  the  autonomist  convention  at 
Porto  Alctire  concluded  its  labors,  electin;  an 
executive  committee  composed  of  five  members 
and  a  committee  of  the  same  number  of  members 
for  framing  a  new  slate  constitntion  lo  b;  submit- 
ted to  the  consideration  of  the  next  state  legislntiire. 


The  name  of  the  parly  has  been  changed  from 
,  "autonomist"  to  "lilieral." 

The  delegates  sent  the  futlowing  telegram  to 
Deputy  Pedro  Moacyr ; 

"We,  municipal  delegalei  In  convention  asiem 
bled,  having  organi^ed  our  party,  framed  iti  pro- 
gramme and  rule  of  conduct,  and  provided  fir  Ihe 
direction  of  its  press,  agree  that  u  an  essential 
preliminary  far  effecting  our  lytliiicnl  atiitstioii  we 
require  tite  reality  of  constitutional  guarnntees  am) 
we  consequently  have  decided  to  inform,  tlinnivb 
you,  the  national  congreaa  and  the  prea^  that  t'lese 
conditions,  which  are  essential  to  the  return  of  the 
majority  of  the  people  ol  Rio  Grande  lo  that  politi- 
cal adivi  I  y  whicli  oppression  hoa  farced  them  to 
renounce,  are  now  entirely  wanting. 

"Tlie  piesent  siiuation  is  characterised  by  the 
following  uiidcninbie  facts ; 

"Tlie  amnesty  law  has  been  repi'dtedly  violated 
and  always  with  impunity  ;  a  large  nuinliir  of  oar 
fellow -citizens  have  not  ventured  to  accept  lepatria. 
tion  and  manyof  ihoie  who  had  accepted  it  have 
again  emigrated  on  account  of  the  apprehension 
excited  by  such  acts;  the  press-gang  continues  at 
worli  nnd  cilirens  arliilTanly  designulcd  by  local 
anihoiiiies  nre  illegally  forced  to  serve  in  the 
army  ;  ihe  registration  of  votrr^i  under  the  control 
of  agents  of  the  dtclaliir  is  a  complete  faud  and  is 
conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  insure  the 
triumph  of  the  government  in  the  coming  feileral 
elections  ;  the  unjustifiable  increase  of  the  nunilwr 
of  stale  IrO'ips  threatens  public  peace  and  order 
and  gives  rise  to  well-founded  alarm  that  interferes 
with  the  free  exercise  ol  popular  lights;  even 
functiiinaries  of  the  federal  government  do  not 
mainiaiii  the  necessary  inipariialiiy,  hut  are  unduly 
influenced  by  the  state  uutlioiities." 

'J'he  cHstitliistas  continue  to  tamiter  with  the 
mail'.  Those  received  frcnn  Rio  Grande  al  the 
Rio  du  Janeiro  postoftice,  especially  the  Cones- 
pimdeitcc  addressed  to  the  President's  cliief-of- 
slaff,  and  to  the  chitf-of-staff  of  the  navy,  frequently 
show  signs  of  having  been  o|)ened  and  lomelime.s 
part  ol  llie  contents  of  packages  is  miaaing. 

The  reports  of  Gen.  Cintuaria's  resignation 
have  lii^en  confirmed  and  Brit-adier-Geneial  Carlos 
Eugeiiio  dc  Andrade  Guiniaiies  has  been  ap- 
[Hjioicd  to  succeed  liim  in  the  command  of  ihe6tb 
mililaiy  district.  II  this  officer  goes  to  Rio  Grande 
WJtIi  the  intention  of  loyally  executing  the  terms 
of  the  paciiicaiion  treaty,  he  will  certainly  have  a 
difficult  ttsk,  unless  he  receives  from  the  war  de- 
liarlmenl  very  different  Ireaiment  fmrn  that  which 
was  rcueived  by  Gens.  Galvao  and  Cantuaria.  It 
is  to  lie  hoped  that  what  is  now  occurring  in  Rio 
Grande  will  be  a  lesson  to  Gen.  Vasques,  or  Ihat 
nt  alt  events  it  will  open  the  eyes  of  the  President 
and  show  him  what  a  blunder  was  committed  in 
not  ptrmitling  Gen.  Cantuaria  to  punish  Col.  Car- 
kw  Tellts  tor  his  misconduct. 

Thi«  officer  has  now  had  a  serious  quarrel  with 
the  acling  commander  of  (he  disirict,  Col.  Tliomaz 
Floie-.  From  information  that  bus  been  leceived 
it  appears  that  Telles  wished  lo  commemorate  tile 
anniversary  of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto's  death 
by  having  dress  parade  of  the  troops  under  his 
command.  Ftores  reftised  permission  (or  this, 
and  Telles  became  angry,  when  the  acting  com- 
mander of  the  disirict  oidcred  dress  parade  on  the 
I4tli  inst,  sought  to  ev.nde  the  order  by  feignint; 
illness.  This  angered  Flores,  who  then  ordered 
him  lo  rejmrt  his  illness  in  writing.  Telles  dis- 
obeyed the  order,  declaiing  thnt  wliat  was  required 
of  him  was  unnecessary.  His  arrest  was  ordered 
by  Flores,  but  he  refused  to  submit  and  the  gar- 
li^ion  of  Bag<5  declared  in  his  favor,  with  the  excep- 
tion  of  the  6th  regiment  of  cavalry,  whicli  he 
promptly  disarmed.  Flores  then  telegraphed  to 
ihc  291b  battalion  ol  infantry  undtr  Sampnio  at 
Pclotas  ami  to  the  12th  under  Sucupira  Altncar 
at  Kio  Grande  to  hold  ihemselves  in  lendiness  to 
proceed  al  a  moinenl's  warning  lo  Ba|^^,  where 
the  head- quarters  of  the  military  district  have  iieen 
temporarily  established. 

This  is  the  siiuation  according  to  t'le  last  account 
received.  Telegrams  liave  iwen  sent  to  BagiS 
asking  for  fuUiir  an<l  Inter  particulars ;  Imt  the 
telegiaph  office  at  Uagfi  has  refused  to  transmit 
answers  10  the  lelegr.Tms  asking  for  information. 

f^iiice  the  foregoiitg  was  written,  what  is  therein 
sinieil  has  been  confirmed  by  letieis  ami  passen- 
gers Ihat  have  arrived  at  Pelolas  and  Rio  Grande 
from  Bag^,  The  Mtuation  at  this  place  is  ap- 
parently nnchnnged,  A  Peloias  telegriim  of  the 
1911 1  says  that  the  12th  and  39ih  b.itta1ioiis  ofin- 
lantiy  and  the  trains  for  carrying  lliem  10  liagt 
continued  at  that  date  to  be  held  in  readiness.  Ii 
was  thought  that  Flores  would  go  lo  Pelotas  and 
there  await  the  arrival  of  Gen.  Carlos  F,iigenio, 
the  newly  appointed  commander  of  ibc  milit^iry 
disliici.  According  to  yesterday's  papers  Telles 
has  l>een  ordered  by  the  war  dcpnrtnienl  to  come 
to  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  answer  the  charges  against 
him. 

Julio  de  Caslillios  lias  recently  issued  decrees  on 
impeachment  and  on  eleciions.  The  decree  on 
elections  abolishes  secret  voting  and  requires 
volers  to  sign  ihe  tichets  which  they  vote. 
Peoaliies  are  fixed  (or  carrying  arms  in  the  vicinity 
iifvoiing  places.  The  effect  of  tliis  decree  will  of 
course  lie  to  keep  the  eleciions  under  t'leconirol 
of  Ihe  authorities,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  over- 
awe thi:  voters  and  carry  the  elections  without  op- 
position. 

The  castilhistas  have  been  endeavoring  to  make 

Eolitical  capital  nut  of  the  declarations  made  by 
arao  de  Sania  Tecia  and  Barao  de  S.  Luiz,  who 
have  pulilicly  slated  that  ihey  do  not  belonij  to  the 
libeml  party  which  has  just  been  organized  to  take 
the  place  of  the  autonomist  parly.  Their  rejoicing 
over  these  declarations  would  be  justifiable  if  the 
liberal  party  were  the  only  opposition  party  in  the 
state.  Ihe  two  barons,  like  the  other  members  of 
the  Tavares  and  MacJel  f.-imilies  and  the  majority 
of  the  people  of  Rio  Gr.aiu!e,  belong  10  the  led- 
eralist  party,  of  which  Councillor  Silveira  Martins 
is  ihe  leader  and  which  would  undoubiedly  control 
the  aifiiirs  of  the  slate  al  the  piesent  time,  were  it 
not  (or  the  interference  of  the  general  government 
in  behalf  of  Castillios. 

The  federalist  executive  committee  at  Porto  Aie- 
gre  has  telegraphed  to  Silveira  Martins,  staling 
that  it  is  the  earnest  wish  of  the  party  Ihat  he  shall 
preside  at   the  convciitina  to  be  held  on  the  23id 


luox.  We  have  not  been  informed  of  tii»  answer; 
but,  as  we  have  already  had  occasion  to  any,  we  do 
not  think  it  prudent  for  him  to  return  to  Rio 
Grande  while  llie  general  government  contivuM  to 
reprcflt  all  resistance  to  the  caprices  of  Caitilhos. 
II  ne  should  he  murdered,  it  would  be  impossible 
to  replace  him. 

A  telegram  states  tlini  Raphael  Cabeda  has  re- 
ornily  made  a  visit  lo  Pelotas, 

Eliai  Amiiro,  who  is  awaiting  trial  for  crimes 
committed  during  the  w.\r,  has  asked  to  lie  released 
I'll  parole  nm  lo  leave  the  cily  of  Porto  Alegre,  but 
ihc  war  department  has  declined  complying  with 
his  rt^quesi. 


Railroad    JsJotes 


—It  is  slated  that  700  kilometres  of  the  Porto 
Alegre  and  Urngaayana  railway,  Rio  Grandt,  will 
be  provisionally  opened  to  traffic  within  a  few 
days. 

—A  credit  of  294,823$i5o  was  opened  in  Ihe 
Cearlt  custom-house  on  the  loth  inst.  for  account 
of  the  Baturlt^  railway  to  meet  various  expenKE 
in  the  acquisiion  of  material. 

— The  merchants  at  Juiz  de  Frtra  held  a  meeting 
on  the  I2lh  inst.  and  proiesttid  Sijainst  the  in- 
crease of  50  per  cenl  in  ihe  rales  of  the  Central 
railway.  The  municipal  cliatnbcr  of  that  town  has 
likewise   proiesied. 

— The  stntc  KOvernment  of  Uio  de  Janeiro  his 
ordered  an  urgent  inspection  of  the  line  and  rolling 
stock  of  the  Petropolis  railway.  Tlie  officials 
travel  fiequcully  over  this  line,  and  are  naturally 
■olicilous  about  its  safety. 

— A  telegram  from  Uberaba  of  tlie  [2tli  inst. 
announces  the  inauguration  of  woik  on  the  Coxim 
line,  at  which  nil  the  officials  of  ihat  city  were 
present,  tojjrtlifr  with  represent  itives  of  the  pi  ess 
and  many  pmniinent  residents  of  the  place. 

—Two  meetings  of  the  Club  de  Engenha'ia  were 
held  Inst  week  10  listen  to  the  rea-ioos  of  Marshal 
Jardim,  direcior  of  the  Central  railway,  why  ihat 
great  line  shouKl  not  be  transferred  lo  private 
hands.  Ills  reasons  appear  lo  liave  been  more 
sentimental  than  ])raciical. 

— It  is  said  that  merchandise  is  now  being  ship- 
ped from  the  S,  Diogo  stntinn,  in  ihis  cily,  whicK 
was  deposited  there  m  May  last.  And  yet  Mar- 
shal Jardim  says  the  tialhc  on  the  Centtal  is  going 
on  reifiilarly  !  What  does  he  mean  by  a  regular 
tralhc  ?     Two  months  behind  time  ? 

—Marshal  Jardim  says  thai  when  he  to  ik  charge 
of  the  Central  railway  there  were  14,000  persons 
employed  in  the  service  of  that  road.  He  has 
reduced  the  number  lo  12,000  and  hopes,  lie  says, 
to  be  able  to  leduce  it  to  10,000.  We  should  like 
to  know,  in  this  connection,  if  he  is  at  the  same 
lime  increasing  tlie  efficiency  of  these  eniplojiSs. 

— The  business  houses  along  tlie  line  of  the 
Mogyana  are  still  complaining  of  llie  exces.sive 
delays  of  that  coin^iany  in  transporting  and 
delivering  mcrcliaiuUse.  It  seems  impossible 
for  a  Brazilian  railway  manager  lo  understand  the 
iinportimce  of  a  prompt  and  responsible  strvice. 
He  thinks  too  much  ol  the  great  favor.i  he  is  con- 
ferring upon  tlie  public  by  .icccjAing  their  mer- 
chandise.

This  looks  like 
business,  lierctolore  trifling  fines  have  been  j>e. 
riodically  imposed,  which  the  gamblers  could  easily 
afford  to  pay. 

—On  Wednesday  Ihe  Supreme  Court  ordered 
the  release  of  22  pets,  ns  who  had  been  arrested  in 
Seri-ipe  and  sent  lo  Kio  de  Janeiro  lor  the  purpose 
ofbeini!  foiced  to  enlist  in  the  army.  We  regret 
to  observe  that  ihe  new  judge  Dr.  Ribeiro  de  Al- 
meida made  a  Iwd  dibut  by  voimg  against  the 
release  ol  the  prisoners. 

—The  Pve-ident  has  suspended  lor  three  month; 
the  16  nrofessors  of  the  Polyledinic  school  who 
had  declared  that  they  would  refiain  (rom  atiending 
iheir  classes  lor  15  days  whde  awaiting  t>ie  re-u  l 
of  ihe  invesugation  ol  the  affairs  ol  the  school.

May  we  not  consider  ihnt  a 
mistake  was  maile  at  Washini;t..n  v\hen  it  was  an- 
nounced Uiat  Brazil  had  invited  this  commission 
and  wuuld  cnienain  iheiu  whde  licrc  ? 

—The  Ji'nuil  do  Brazil  has  discovered  a  revolu- 
tionary movement  in  prepaiation  for^unhapp^y  little 
Pai  ai;uay 


under  the  leader>hip  of  Solano  Lopez, 
of  the  oict.itor.  Let  us  hope  thai  the  revolu- 
tion has  u't  come  off,  for  P.naguay  is  already 
burdened  with  enough  poverty  and  snffeiing.  A 
revoiuion  there  would  be  an  unpaidonable  cninc. 

— An  execuiive  decree  of  the  i7ih  accepts  the 
resi"nalion  ol  Gen.  Cantuaiiaas  Oinmander  ol  the 
Rio"  Grande  district,  and  nominates  Biigadier 
General  Carlos  Eugenio  de  Andrade  GuJmaraes  as 
his  successor.  It  is  to  be  seen  thu  the  caslilliisias 
have  again  had  their  own  way.  How  long  does 
the  President  piopose  to  submii  to  this  humdiating 
dictation  ? 

—We  ate  glad  lo  note  that  the  sahstitiites  nom- 
inated for  the  Polyiechnic  professors  who  were 
recenilv  suspended,  have  declined  to  serve,  wi'h 
but  two  exceptions.  Good  I  It  is  full  lime  that 
the  ttachers  should  takeadeciied  stand  against 
goveinment  inierfeience  io  iheir  work,  and  against 
the  demoralizing  insubordtnatiin  which  exists 
among  ttudcnts. 

Our  River  Plate  exchanges  scnQunce  Ihe  death 

of  the  veieian  Royal  Mail  pilot.  Mr.  William  Pelly, 
who  wss  known  lo  all  travellers  i;oing  to  Buenos 
Aires  on  the  steamers  of  thai  company  for  many, 
many  years.  He  had  been  a  teiid:n:  i-f  the  River 
Plate  lor  58  yeais,  and  was  70  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  whi;h  occurred  in  Cardiff  early 
this  month  during  a  visit  to  his  old  home. 


■The  minister  ol  iu>tice  ha*  ndviied  the  diredor 
of  the  Poljtcchnic  Ihat  ihe  pr  ivisional  orgnniitiion 
ol  that  mhoo!  is  tirgtnt,  and  instructs  hirn  to 
rcpnrl  measures  lor  the  Mme.  The  mmii-ler  finds 
thhlo|cninga  school  without  professorK,  or  by 
humiliating  its  facully,  is  not  easy  as  he  thought. 
U  is  to  be  hoped  thai  tlie  profcs^OiS  will  hold  uUt 
and  ihnl  no  subsiiiuici  will  accept  iheir  place*, 

-Some  days  ago  the  notorioui  Major  Jncflii 
was  kl.ocketi  senseless  by  an  unknown  person  nn 
Largo  do  Rocio  and  had  to  be  carried  home  by  his 
Irieiids,  It  was  supposed  at  firsi  that  the  assault 
had  been  committed  by  Major  Frederco  Severo, 
who,  however,  disclaims  having  Bnjtiiing  to  do 
with  ihe  matter  and  asscits  thai  he  is  on  liiendly 
terms  with  Jatarii,  If  it  leally  was  Frederico,  we 
do  iiol  think  he  was  severe  enough. 

—The  facility  willi  which  the  Brazilian  politician 
accepts  and  resigns  (ffices  is  siimcihing  extia- 
ordinary.  If  he  is  out  of  office,  we  will  accejl 
anything  offered.  And  then  he  keeps  his  eyes 
open  for  anyihing  in  the  way  ol  an  improvemeiii. 
Audit  is  noticeable  that  the  salary  paid  gcner.iHy 
coiriea  much  influence  wi^h  him.  Some  people 
would  perhaps  tall  him  mercenary,  hut  for  the 
present  we  piefer  to  leim  it  versntihiy. 

—If  all  the  Spanish  lelegiams  arc  correct  the 
Cuban  revolutionists  have  lately  been  whipped 
two  or  three  limes  a  day  and  aie  now  it  txtfeiins, 
Tlie  Spanish  repoits,  however,  are  so  hopelessly 
false  and  ridiculous,  that  vciy  little  credence  can 
be  given  to  them.  The  Cuban  chief,  Jos*  Maceo, 
was  npparentlv  killed  from  an  ambuscade  by 
Spanish  guerillas.  He  was  ihe  brother  of  ihe 
belter  known  Cuban  chief  Antonio  Maceo. 

—It  is  stated  that  on  the  nth  inst.  Ihe  Italian 
consulate -gencinl  reccivtd  from  the  treasury  64,- 
000$  in  part  payment  of  claims  ol  Italian  subjects 
against  Itie  liraiilian  governnienl.  Tlie  sum  still 
to  be  paid  is  said  to  amount  to  nearly  90,ooo$ooo. 
We  are  inlormed  that  an  Austrian  subject,  who 
during  the  reign  of  lerriT  under  the  dictatorial 
rule  of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto  was  robbed,  ar- 
rested and  for  several  months  intavcerated  in  a 
convict  prison,  will  leceive  compensation  to  the 
amount  of  40,000$. 

—The  republican  party  of  the  United  Slates  has 
evidenlly  resolved  to  protect  everylhing,  from 
office-holders  lo  women  and  children.  Thepnriy 
win  henceforth  wear  a  chest  prut  eel  or,  a  sheepskin 
false  bottom  on  its  tiowsers,  and  a  cabbage  le.^f  in 
ilB  hat.  Everything  it  buys,  sells,  eats  and  throws 
away  will  be  protected.  Its  quanelsome  neighbors 
will  come  within  the  same  pternal  influence,  and 
heaven  itself  will  be  repudmted  if  it  does  not  sup- 
ply an  adequalely-prolected  rcservalion  for  this 
sainled  and  exclusive  parly. 

— Dr,  J.  A,  Fort,  a  French  physician  who  maile 
a  grenl  deal  of  noise  in  this  city  some  years  ago, 
has  recently  returned.  It  ap|  ears  that  in  his  ab- 
sence he  wrote  a  book  in  which  he  severely  cri- 
ticises Brazil  and  especially  the  medical  sludenis. 
And  now  some  of  the  latier  have  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  keep  Fori  from  pulling  his  foot  in  ihe 
medical  school  and  to  obtain  if  possible,  his  ex- 
pulsion iri.m  the  country.  One  <if  ihe  charges 
made  by  Fort  against  the  students  is  that  ihey  are 
lazy,  ignoiant  and  not  very  studious. 

—Another  chauvinist  crusade  has  been  inan- 

furaled  here  which  promises  disagreeable  results, 
t  seems  that  a  thealricnl  manager  named  P.i»leur 
once  placed  a  piny  on  the  stage  in  Buenos  Aires 
grossly  burlesquing  Braiil  and  the  recent  Braiilian 
naval  revolt,  Pasteur  is  now  coming  to  Rio  with 
a  theatrical  troupe,  and  the  people  he  insulted  are 
preparing  for  him.  He  will  cenainly  have  an  un- 
comfni  table  lime  of  it  and  will  probnhly  get  no 
more  than  he  deserves,  but  all  the  same  these 
demonstrations  are  far  trom  being  creditable. 

—The  Parana  boss,  Henalor  Vicente  Machndo, 
has  bUindeied  inio  an  embanassiiig  controversy. 
He  has  a  grudi;e  ajjainsi  the  minister  of  foreign 
alTiiirs  for  not  giving  him  a  diplomatic  appuintinent, 
and  has  tlieiefore  been  lather  sharp  in  his  ciiti- 
cisms.  On  the  16th  the  niinisler  looked  liim  up  in 
a  cal^  and  gave  him  a  piece  of  his  mind,  and  on 
tlie  lyih  Senator  Motnes  Barros  gave  him  Icclure 
in  the  Senate,  even  reading  the  trlegrnm  in  which 
he  asked  for  a  diplomatic  appoinnnent.  It  should 
compel  him  to  use  a  liitle  discretion  in  future,  but 
perhaps  this  is  expecting  loo  much. 

—On  Friday  at  9  a.  m.,  when  some  clerks  at 
Granado's  drug  stove  at  No.  S,  Rua  Prinieiio  de 
Mar50,  weie  engaged  in  compounding  one  of  the 
patent  medicines  manulaciured  by  that  house,  the 
alcohol  took  fire  and  in  a  short  lime  the  whole 
building  "as  in  flames.  In  view  of  the  large  quan- 
t  ty  of  inflammable  substances  in  the  esiablishment 
it  was  impossible  to  save  it  and  il  was  hitally  des- 
troyed, seveml  of  ihe  adjoining  buddings  being 
damaged,  The  total  loss  is  estimaied  at  1,000,- 
000$.  Giaiiado's  business  was  insured  for  400,- 
000$.  Five  fiiemen  and  four  other  persons  were 
wounded. 

—The  prohibition  parly  in  the  United  States 
has  nominated  Mr.  Joshua  Levering  for  the  presi- 
dency. Ml.  Leveling  is  a  twin  brother  of  Mr. 
Eugene  Levering,  and  is  a  partner  in  the  well- 
known  business  house  of  E.  Levering  &  Co.,  of 
Hall'inore,  which  has  been  connected  with  the 
Brazilian  irade  for  many  years.  M'.  Levering  is 
a  democrat,  a  free  trader  (or,  lanlT  for  revenue) 
and  is  sound  on  the  money  quesiion.  He  and  his 
brother  aie  widely  known  for  iheir  chaiiites  and 
liberaliiics,  IIis  prejudice  on  ihe  cold  water  ques- 
tiun  aiises,  perhaps,  from  the  circumsiance  that  he 
is  an  ardent  Baptist. 

—War  seems  to  have  again  broken  out  between 
the  Catholics  and  the  Masons.  Xot  long  since  a 
brt^ther  ol  the  grand^master  of  Brazilian  masonry, 
Dr.  Macedii  Soares,  died  in  this  city  and  the 
church  proliibiied  masses  for  him  because  ol  his 
being  a  mason.  Whereupon  the  grand-master  den- 
ounced ihe  church  auihoiily  us  a  "most  reverend 
beast,"  and  called  upon  all  good  masons  lo  make 
war  upon  "■hesc  poor  idiuts"  of  an  antjquaied 
faiih.  In  reply  tfie  Apostolo  charges  the  grand- 
master with  hypocrisy,  biliousne??,  wiih  being  a 
Xero,  and  all  (hat.  As  Dr.  Macedo  Snares  is  pre- 
sident of  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  as  well  as  grand- 
master of  Brazilian  masonry,  the  controversy 
promises  to  be  interesting. 


In  general  we  do  not  approve  of  the  washing 
of  Boileulinen  m  public  ;  hut  we  should  be  glad  to 
witness  the  compute  exposure  of  the  many  ciimes 
which  wcie  committtd  under  dictatorial  lule  and 
which  the  culpriis  arc  tenaciously  seeking  10  cijn- 
ceal.  We  were  consequently  much  pleased  with 
Senator  Vicente  Machndo's  speeches  on  the  rsth 
nn<l  l6lh  insi,  and  we  regret  that  Senator  Moraes 
Darros,  who  intended  to  answer  the  senator  for 
I'arand  has  permitted  himself  to  be  gagged. 

— The  medical  students  diew  attention  fo  their 
want  of  dignity  and  good  judgment  on  Salurday 
last  by  organizing  a  procession  in  derision  of  Dr. 
Foit,  who  has  written  some  unpleasant  things 
about  them.  They  carried  an  ass's  head  and  a 
coffin,  and  were  provided  with  candles.  Of  course 
they  paraded  llie  Ouvidor  and  slopped  at  the  Poii 
office  for  Ihe  customary  feast  of  reason  and  flow  of 
soul.  But,  after  all,  what  do  they  gain  by  such  a 
manifeistation  ?  They  simply  magnify  a  man  who 
has  already  been  s'laip'y  criticised  for  his  preten- 
sions and  who  is  by  many  considered  but  little 
beller  than  a  humbug.  We  of  course  do  not  assert 
this,  but  many  others  do.  In  noticing  his  cnii- 
cisms  on  Bmzil  they  give  him  importance  and 
show  that  he  succeeded  in  finding  ihe  vulnerable 
part  of  Iheir  armor. 

—Poor  Frederico  Borges !  We  do  wX  know 
that  he  is  seeing  snakes,  bnl  he  is  seeing  a  revo- 
lutionary wave  sweeping  over  the  country  and 
thiolening  to  oveiwhelm  the  republic.  Don't  be 
so  frightened,  Frcdeiico;  the  rcpufilic,  what  there 
is  left  of  it,  is  quite  sale.  The  jacobins  only  are  in 
danger.  They  should  keep  quietly  at  home,  or  go 
up  country  to  iheir  fa%tndas;  and  they  should 
confess  and  seek  repentance.  They  can  treasure 
the  "leachings"  of  Floriano  Peixoto  as  much  as 
they  like,  so  long  as  they  do  not  insist  upon  put. 
ling  them  into  practice.  Confiscating  private 
property,  imprisoning  private  citiiens  without 
accusation  or  liial,  and  shooting  poliiical  prisoners, 
also  without  trial,  may  be  precious  teachings  in 
the  minds  of  such  jacobins  as  Frederico  Borges 
and  JoSo  Cordeiro,  but  they  will  hardly  do  for  a 
genuine  republic.  They  are  belter  suited  for  Tur- 
key, or  China. 

—It  appears  that  the  report  of  the  medic-il  com- 
mission which  unexpectedly  visited  the  Santa  Crux 
slaughter-house,  has  so  annnyed  the  municipal 
authorities  and  the  diieclor  of  that  municipal  es- 
tablishment, that  ordeis  have  been  given  not  to 
admit  anyone  in  luture  without  a  wntten  permit 
from  the  prefect,  or  other  competent  authority,  and 
even  then  only  when  previous  advice  is  given  of 
the  intended  visit.  The  director  is  not  di-posed  to 
have  his  neglect  and  inefficiency  advertised  in  the 
press,  and  ihe  municipality  will  not  have  the  sani- 
tary officials  prying  about  until  everytliing  is  prop- 
erly ai  ranged  for  them.  What  a  farce  it  all  is  ! 
Can  anyone  imagine  a  more  indecent,  scandalous 
and  contempiible  arrangement!  Such  orders  are  a 
virtual  confession  of  culpabilily.  Will  not  ihe 
government  now  order  the  transfer  of  the  Santa 
tJruz  slanghter-house  in  private  control?  The 
municipality  has  shown  its  ah<oIute  unfitness  aud 
unliastworthinei's,  and  a  change  is  ui gently 
demanded. 


In  the  nvo  cotlon  faclnrie*  at  MaceliU  l,IOo 
operatives  are  employed  and  3W  looms  art  in 
opeiaiion.  Their  nnnnnl  produdion  averages 
from  60c  10  700  pieces  of  checks  ol  30  metres  and 
from  3,200  to  3.500  pieces  ol  domesilii  ol  18 
metres  each.  The  factories  are  pi  otecied  against  the 
factories  in  other  Brpzillan  stales  by  an  enpoii  i,ix 
on  raw    colton  and  import  laxes  on  cott'^n  fabrics, 

—  Senatnr  Justo  Cheimont,  of  Parit,  hni  intro- 
duced a  bill  111  the  senate  authorizing  the  govern- 
ment lo  coniract  for  a  sub-fluvi^il  cable  between 
Manans  and  Tabatinga  on  the  upper  Amazon.  It 
can  hardly  be  called  an  economic  measure,  for  the 
business  with  Tabaiinga,  a  ver^  small  lown  on  the 
Peruvian  frontier,  will  not  afford  much  o(  a  re- 
venue, while  llie  cost  of  such  a  cable  will  he  very 
great. 

—The  customs  insp^clo^  ad  inttim  hni  uivei* 
orders  to  the  invesiigniing  commission  not  to  give 
out  any  information  whatever  in  legard  to  the  iiis- 
coveries  made  in  the  dispRtches,  Notwithstanding 
this  \\\K  Jornnl  do  Commercio  of  Sunday  last  stated 
thai  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  frauds  prac- 
tised by  Aiaiijo,  ^lic  clerk  of  Sr.  R"mano  Mtirel- 
les,  alreiidy  aggregate  130,000$.  This  clerk  is  still 
at  liberty  and  no  elTurt  has  been  made  lo  punish 
him. 

-At  ihe  first  half-yearly  drawing  of  the  Sul 
America  life  insuiance  company  which  was  held 
on  ihe  151I1  inst.,  it  was  ascerlaiiied  that  133  poli- 
cies were  subject  to  the  condiiion*  of  the  scheme. 
As  only  one  policy  in  each  hundred  is  subject  to 
integraliiation,  this. particular  drawing  was  for  one 
policy  only.  The  lucky  number  belongs  t't  Sr.  In- 
nocencio  1'eixeira,  of  Bahta,  who  will  henccfoiih 
have  no  more  premiums  to  pay,  unless  he  5iids  it 
convenient  to  insure  his  life  in  a  mote  seiious  com- 
pany. It  remains  to  !«  seen  whether  a  tottery 
attachment  is  a  safe  addjiion  (0  a  life  insurance 
company.  It  certainly  does  not  add  to  its  moral 
influence,  nor  to  its  safety,  nor  to  its  integrity, 
though  it  may  increase  its  populanty. 

—The  Jomaldo  Commera'o  «f  the  16th  pubhshed 
a  telegram  from  Poilo  Alcgie,  datftl  ihe  I5ih  and 
signed  by  the  commercial  association  of  that  C'ty. 
in  which  bitter  complaint  is  made  of  the  renewal 
of  the  contraband  trade  on  (he  Uruguayan  fioniier. 
The  dispatch  s'ates  that  Uruguay  has  reopened 
free  transit  to  the  fr'>niier,  and  ihat  contraband 
Koods  have  begun  to  enter  Rio  Grande  through 
Livramento  and  Quar.ihim  in  a  scandalous  manner. 
It  is  charged  that  llie  adminislrntors  of  the  mesnt 
de  rtndas  in  those  two  towns  give  full  authoriza- 
tion for  ihe  adniis'-ion  of  such  goods  and  even 
fumish  guias  lor  their  transporialion  to  inland 
towns.  If  this  scandalous  trade  is  not  suppressed 
the  Porto  Alegre  hu^'nesi  men  ihrenten  lo  re-ex- 
port ihe  merchandise  now  in  ihe  cusioin-bousr, 
and  also  thai  en  route  to  that  pnri,  to  Montevideo, 
whence  it  can  be  shipped  to  the  frontier,  passed 
free  of  duty  and  bought  up  by  themselves  at  less 
that  it  now  costs.  The  complaint  appears  to  be 
exaggerated,  but  there  is  probably  much  rcawni 
for  It.

Financial  Notes 


—The  oflicial  values  of  the  products  of  the  state 
of  PniA  wliich  wereexpoited  in  June  aggregated 
3,061, 426$66o,  of  which  rubber  alone  figured  at 
2,634,2281542, 

—The  government  is  now  paying  steamship 
subsidies  to  the  amount  of  2,809,640$,  of  which 
the  sum  of  1,476,240$  is  for  ocean  navigation  and 
ihat  of  1,333,400$  for  river  navigation. 

— The  Polish  immigration  to  this  country  seems 
to  be  on  the  increase.  Six  hundred  arrived  here 
yesterday,  and  l,ooo  more  nie  on  the  voyage  oul. 
Phese  iminigranis  prefer  the  southern  states,  par- 
liciilarly  Parana. 

— The  importers  of  llus  city  have  sent  a  petition 
to  congress  opposing  the  collection  of  duties  in 
gold.  They  claim  that  it  will  increase  the  duties, 
already  excessive,  add  another  medium  for  s)iecula- 
tion,  and  inciease  the  difficulties  under  which  com- 
merce is  struggling. 

—  Having  resolved  to  be  a  candidate  for  the 
national  senate  (we  felt  sure  he  would  be,  for  it  is 
in  accordance  with  Boss  Glyceiio's  plans),  ex- 
Gov.  Bernardino  de  Campos,  ol  Sao  Paulo,  has 
resigned  his  ofhce  as  a  director  of  the  Banco  Uniao, 
to  which  he  was  recently  elected. 

—A  shoe  f.ictory  at  Porto  Alegre,  Rio  Grande, 
called  the  Frogiesso  Indnstiial,  manufactured 
40,000  paiis  ol  boots  and  shoes  during  the  first 
hall  of  ihe  current  year.  It  is  paying,  it  is  said,  a 
dividend  of  30  per  cent.  In  that  case  let  us  have 
the  duties  lowered.  The  great  majority  of  the 
consumers  ot  this  article  are  not  gaining  a  net 
result  of  5  per  cent  on  their  labor.  , 


— The  national  treasury  has  sent  35,000$  in 
nickel  and  copper  coins  to  ihe  stale  of  Sergipe. 

—The  municipal  council  of  Poito  Alegre  is- 
proposing  to  convert  the  8  |>er  cent,  bonds  of  tliat 
city  into  7  per  cent,  bonds. 

—On  last  Thursday  the  cash  balance  at  the  ir-a- 
ury  amounted  lo  17,500,0001000,  of  which  ihe 
sum  of  15,000,000$  was  in  bonus,  the  amount  m 
money,  cinsequcntly,  being  only  2,soo,ooo$ooo, 
—It  is  said  that  the  loan  issued  in  Europe  by 
the  state  of  Minas  has  )>een  totally  covered,  but 
there  is  ft  very  suspicious  teserve  about  the  matter 
wliich  occasions  doubt.  There  is  never  any  reserve 
about  a  really  success-ful  loan. 

—The  June  receipts  of  the  Pernambiico  cuslom- 
houieamounicd  to  1,964, 323$S5a,  against  1.521.. 
4l7$5i7  in  the  same  month  of  1895.  Considcing 
that  the  duties  have  been  doubled,  this  re.dly 
indicates  a  decrease  in  impoitntion. 

—The  Mayreceip's  of  the  Ceaid  custom-h'^iise 
amonnted  to  i6o,269$589,  against  3oo,6ii$4o8  in 
ihe  same  monili  of  last  year.  The  receipts  of 
the  slate  treasury  in  ihe  same  mnnih  were  176,- 
932$i47  "gainst  227,3i2$998  la*l  year. 

—The  expendftures  of  the  state  of  Bahia  in  1897 
have  been  fixed  ai  n,i58,653$2g9.  Ii  is  cuiioii& 
that  the  aggregate  should  lie  expressed  to  the 
twentieth  part  of  a  cent,  and  ihen  officials  will  Iw 
permitted  to  pay  out  just  what  they  please. 

— The  S5o  Paulo  hanks  are  complaining  of  the 
exigencies  of  the  Banco  da  Republica  in  the 
redemption  of  bank  notes.
